Is Canada’s natural health industry under threat? 


IT’S CALLED THE CODEX ALIMENTAR 
ius, the United Nations food code— 
and some are warning that it could 
wind up having dire consequences 
for natural medicine in Canada. 
Next month, the United Nations 
will debate proposed changes to the 
food code that would place strict 
guidelines on the packaging and sale 
of natural health products, such as 


_ vitamin mineral supplements. These 


guidelines would regulate maxi- 
mum and minimum dosages, as 
well as packaging and label informa- 
tion. 

Dr. Carolyn Dean, a US based nat- 
uralpathic doctor, says the Codex 
guidelines will severely limit con- 
sumers choices when it comes to 
alternative medicine. 

“We've allowed ourselves to be 
taken care of by a system that's just 
feeding us drugs,” she says. “What 
we want is a level playing field 
where people can make a choice 
whether to take drugs or take natur- 
al methods.”

Dean is the author of many books 
on naturopathy, and is considered to 
be a leading authority on natural 
health products, or NHPs, by many 
in the field. However, Dean’s med- 
ical reputation is far from spotless— 
in 1995, she was stripped of her 
medical license in Ontario because of 
professional misconduct related to 
billing and treatment choices. 

She says the Codex Alimentarius 
guidelines will force consumers to 
choose pharmaceutical drugs over 
natural medicine—something she 
says is less beneficial. 

“Pharmaceutical companies say a 
chemical is a chemical,” she says. 
“But nutrients from a live food 
source are different than synthetics. 
Asa doctor, I’m concerned about a 
product being offered that’s less 
healthy for public consumption.” 

The owner of a natural health 
store in downtown Edmonton 
agrees. The vendor, who withheld 
her name, saying she has been criti- 
cized for speaking out about the 


issue, says Codex regulations would 
cripple NHP store owners 

“They will probably force us to 
hire pharmacists to dole out the 
products,” she says. 

She dismisses arguments stricter 
guidelines for NHPs will reduce the 
likelihood of consumers mixing or 
overdosing on natural supplements 

“People can overdose on a pre- 
scription the same as natural health 
products,” she says. “And natural 
products don’t have the same side 
effects pharmaceutical drugs have.” 

Meanwhile, Health Canada’s 
maintains the Codex Alimentarius 
guidelines will not affect the sale of 
NHPs in Canada. The Health Canada 
states that the Codex will only apply 
in countries where NHP’ are regulat- 
ed as food. In Canada, NHPs are a 
subsection of drugs, and are regulat- 
ed by a separate body called the Nat- 
ural Health Product Directive. 

But Dean says Canada’s non-par- 
ticipation in Codex could lead to 
trade barriers with other countries.

Nowazek, who is a pro\ 
advisor on natural healt! 
opposed to Bill C-420 because it 
could adversely affect the natural 
health industry by subjecting Cana 
da to the more restrictive Codex reg, 
ulations. Still, he says, it’s too soon to 
see the effect the bill or Codex regu 
lations would have on the indus- 
try—the measures could severely 
restrict the NHPD’s ability to regu 
late natural supplements, or it could 
give it all-encompassing power over 
the industry 

He says the Natural Health Prod 
uct Directive would fight any drastic 
restrictions relating to the 
availability of NHPs in Canada, and 
naturopaths who are raising the 
alarm over regulations are overreact 
ing, 

“The NHPD is not trying to make 
the industry pharmaceutical 
based—they’re trying to prevent 
these things from happening,” he 
says. “I don’t think we're in danger 
of losing natural supplements in 
Canada.” 

The United Nations will debate 
changes to the Codex Alimentarius 
in July. Bill C-420 will go before the 
House of Commons for a third read- 
ing later this year.

Mental health confessional 
merely self-indulgent 





NERVOUS SYSTEM: OR, LOSING MY MIND 
IN LITERATURE 
By Jan Lars Jensen (Rainooast), 273 pp, $19.95 
(rade paperback) 





WHEN WRITING OR SPEAKING ABOUT 


mental illness, one is cautioned to use 
restraint, employing descriptors like 
“bipolar” or “cogitatively impaired.” 
But it bears noting—institutional 
euphemisms aside—that writer Jan 
Lars Jensen is a nutbar. 


SHIVA, DESTROYER OF PROSE 
You know your life has changed 
when you wake up ina psych ward. 
There is the time in your life before 
his moment, and the time after,” he 
notes in Nervous System: Or, Losing My 
Vind in Literature. Jensen's memoir 
chronicles his moment-by-moment 
freefall into insanity. How does a 29- 
year-old, happily married, UVic Cre- 
ative Writing grad and promising 
young writer end up in an asylum? 
Because his first book is about to be 
published, that’s why. Call it a severe 
case of writer's doubt and anxiety. 
The debut novel is a sweeping sci-fi 
epic about good and evil called Shiva 
3000. Only problem is, during the 
course of Jensen’s research he came 
across a fundamentalist website 
where outraged Hindus swear to 
exact revenge on any who trifle with 
their religion. Jensen is convinced he 
will be accused of voice appropria- 
tion, thus inciting a holy conflagration 
on the Indian subcontinent that will 


Revelations 
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spread across the world. Further com- 
plicating things is the writer's person- 
al doublewhammny: he has proven 
the existence of God, and he himself is 
the reincarnation of the Destroyer 
Shiva. 

Lord, we have heard tell of the egos 
of writers, but this is just too much 

Jensen slides quickly into his obses- 
sions and delusional paranoia, which 
necessitates the trip to hospital after 
he overdoses on sleeping pills (he had 
tried to kill himself to spare the 
world). Naturally there is no peace or 
healing in the mental hospital; the 
place is crawling with snipers, cops, 
and executioners with knives; the 
nurses are all drug-pushing collabora- 
tors. While Jensen is remarkably lucid 
about those heavily medicated times, 
his endless self-absorption wears thin. 
All right, boy-o, snap out of it. Mind 
you, at least Jensen had the presence 
of mind to politely position himself by 
windows, so no innocents will die 
when the wrath of the Hindu pan- 
theon rains down upon the earth. 
Jensen instructs his bewildered wife 
to send out copies of an email he 
wrote that contains “suggestions for 
rebuilding civilization, as well as my 
proof of the existence of a universal 
cosmic spirit... it might help popula- 
tions around the world get through 
the coming calamities.” 


MISDIAGNOSIS 


Jensen has plenty of time to think in 


hospital. While he deserves some 
ctedit for his dawning sympathy for 
his fellow asylum-mates, he con- 
cludes it was inevitable he ended up 
there because once when he was a 
child he had a bout of obsessive-com- 
pulsive hand washing; another time 
he “gave” himself stress-induced 
facial paralysis; and oh right, he 
almost forgot, his mother spent time 
in and out of mental institutions. He 
also fingers his geographical upbring- 
ing: the Fraser Valley—"BC’s Bible 
Belt”—being surrounded by “Jesus 
Saves” billboards and in-your-face 
street preachers tidily explains the 
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latent messiah complex lurking in 
atheists such as him. I think the real 
reasons can be deduced elsewhere. 

“My thoughts had tumed to my 
life and the decisions that had shaped 
it, and even if | wasn’t fundamentally 
wicked, I realized that I had made 
choices based on self-gratification, the 
most obvious example being the pur- 
suit of a career as a fiction writer.” 
This is followed by the anticlimactic 
revelation that what ultimately 
straightens Jensen out is a little happy 
pill from Pfizer, called Alprazolam 
and marketed as Xanax. (Not the 
shrinks, not his loyal wife, family and 
friends, and certainly not his plan to 
never take anti-malarial drugs again.) 

He writes, “A desire to help people 
had never motivated me. No, I had 
hoped to be seen as gifted, that was 
what it reduced to, and if my motiva- 
tion wasn't evil, it was undeniably 
self-centered.” 

Thus a reader—certainly this one— 
must reluctantly conchide that this 
sad tale of a good, but not gifted, 
writer suffers from the temporary 
insanity of self-indulgence. Call it field 
notes. It beggars the mind this man’s 
selfishness. The book wants to be a 
bold exploratory plunge into paranoia 
and psychosis, but it’s not. It is a ploy, 
fodder for a second book because the 
anxious first novel failed to sell 
enough copies to even repay the pub- 
lisher’s advance and mercifully sunk 
out of sight. Unhinged, indeed.

Chuck Palahniuk adds layer of satiric, 
reality to jet-black minimalist prose

I WONDER IF CHUCK PALAHNIUK’S 


masturbation stories are true. You 
know the ones—they start out funny 
and end ina wince and are usually 


preceded by the phrase “this friend of 


As it stands, 
the three slippery, greasy, gut-churn- 
ing tales of autoeroticism in Palah- 


niuk’s latest novel, Haunted—the ones 


that caused a rash of fainting 
episodes when Palahniuk read them 
on his last book tour—were told ‘to 
him by friends. 

Fans of the tight, minimalist prose 
that Palahniuk is known for 


shouldn’t be surprised by the graphic 


nature of his jet-black satire or the 
gruesome realism that he brings to 
Haunted. He has been writing that 
way all along. Peppered throughout 
all his novels are characters that con- 
stantly assure you what they are 
about to tell you is dead true. The 


best way to hide bullet holes in a wall 


is to use toothpaste. To cure an ear- 
ache, you need to use the semen of 


the boar as it drips from a sow’s vagi- 


na. His debut novel, Fight Club, fea- 
tured a passage where the narrator 
explained how to make napalm out 
of everyday household substances. 
Even that was true—almost. 

“The recipes in Fight Club were 
real until the very last draft, because 
my brother is an engineer for 
Chevron,” says Palahniuk. “He 
worked out all the recipes for me so 
we could make them as effective as 


possible, but the publisher, WW Nor- 


ton, asked me to change one ingredi- 


ent in each one just before press time. 


Because of legal liability they were 
terrified.” 

Palahniuk then goes on to tell me 
how to make my own homemade 
explosives. “It just broke my heart. I 


just hated to see all my brother's hard 


work disappear.” 


REALISM, SCHMEALISM 
This commitment to realism 

inevitably helps sell Palahniuk’s so- 
nasty-they-must-be-true stories. 
Haunted is full of characters that blur 
the line between their reality and fic- 
tion by sharing stories of an increas- 
ingly disturbing nature. When 17 
people respond to an ad for a three- 
month writers’ retreat, they have no 
idea that they will be locked inside a 
decaying, windowless theatre for the 
duration. As time passes and food

s for a bar-restaurant: nachos, 
» burgers/sandwiches/ wraps,

words “pulled” and “pork” con- 
joined, so I ordered the pulled pork 
sandwich ($9.99), which came with 
two—count ‘em, two—sides of my 
choice. Since there was so-called © 
honey slaw right on the sandwich, | 
opted for a tossed salad and garlic 
mashed potatoes. I also had a choice 
of apple cider vinegar or sweet 
onion-mustard sauce on the pork, 
and my cheerful server advised the 
latter for a dash of spice. 


WELL-PULLED PIG 

I'd barely made it through a cou- 
ple of pages of the book I was read- 
ing (though Alanis Fucking Moris- 
sette wasn’t helping my concentra- 
tion) when my food appeared, 
alongside a little box o’ condiments 
that included HP, three kinds of hot 
sauce, mustard and malt vinegar 
(I'm always pleased to be offered 
this kind of selection, even if my 
choice is to abstain). The sandwich 
looked good, a shaggy mass of sea- 
soned pork on a kaiser roll, crowned 
with cabbage and carrot slaw. The 
salad was kind of sad—calcified 
matchsticks of carrot and a radish 
slice on variably limp greens and a 
ramikin of bottled Italian dressing. 
The scoop of creamy potato con- 
tained slips of pink skin and plenty 
of butter. The gravy I decided to skip 
on sight. 

But I wasn’t there for salad or 
gravy, now was I? No, I wanted a 
pulled pork sandwich, and the one I 


__ got was more than adequate for the 


job. As promised, the pork was 
tossed with a sweet, mustardy sauce 
with an undertone of heat that 
mounted pleasantly as I soldiered 
through the stuffed, spongy kaiser, 
surprised occasionally by a crunchy 
rib of purple cabbage in the slaw. 
The indifferent sides suddenly 
seemed special somehow, especially 
with that beer wiping my palate 
clean between bites. 

Yeah, I sure did like that beer. 
Hopefully patio-sittin’ weather will 
come soon to enjoy it with. You're 
okay in my books, Joe. You just need 
to work on that salad formula. And 
to cut back on the Alanis Morissette.

Fubar director exchanges mockumentary for faux vibe 
and hits the big time with It’s All Gone Pete Tong 
east 









OK, MICHAEL DOWSE, DIRECTOR AND 
screenwriter: Of all the creatures you 
might have chosen as the emblem, the 
harbinger, the enabler, the enforcer, 
and, dare | say, the mascot of cocaine 
addiction... 

Why did you choose the badger? 

“] think cocaine is a badgering drug. 
It's sort of always on your heels and... I 
think badgers are funny-looking ani- 
mals. They are. They’re smelly, filthy, 
disgusting rodents, you know... cocaine 
could be possibly the most smelly, dis- 
gusting drug.” 

And, Dowse adds, via the phone, 
“It’s not like Donnie Darko, where some- 
thing comes out of its gut, you know, 
It’s an actual full-on attack.” 

Indeed. Time and again, the savage- 
eyed brute—its nose crusted over with 
snot, its filthy apron askew—attacks 
Dowse’s hapless protagonist, pummel- 
ing him into submission and subse- 
quent consumption of endless foothills 
of white powder. 

That protagonist, feral Ibiza Dj 
Frankie Wilde (Wilde by name, wild by 
nature), almost seems as if he had been 
spawned from a sprinkling of white 
powder. Before he was a character, he 
was merely the twinkle in the eye of 
two producers with cash and a title— 
It's All Gone Pete Tong, “Pete Tong” 
being both the name of an eminent 
British DJ and rhyming slang for 
“wrong.” These two British sugar dad- 
dies decided to ask erstwhile Calgarian 
Dowse to take their money and their 
title and to combine the two of them 
into a script and a movie. 


FREE TO DREAM THINGS UP 

“It’s a pretty cool way of producing,” 
says the director, “and it’s pretty for- 
eign to Canada, because it’s always like 
three different sources of funding and 
hoops you jump through. The same as 
the states, I'd presume, and working 
witha studio. And they just sort of they 
gave me pretty much free reign, which 
is really brave for producers to do.” 

Dowse wasn’t even really into dance 
music or Ibiza. He did do a little 
research, to get the feel of the hedonistic 
island paradise. (Once shooting began, 
however, it was all business: “You real- 
ly couldn't, or else—everyone really 
looks to you to lead them. To show up 
wasted... it doesn’t really work. I'm not 
saying other people didn’t”) 

And so, eventually, Frankie Wilde 
was bor, but first with the name of 
NHL left winger Bates Battaglia. After 
some tinkering, Frankie Wilde was 
bom again, this time with the right 
name, a “beautiful asshole,” according 
to Dowse, in the tradition of Jeff 
Lebowski and Sweet and Lowdown's 
Emmet Ray, a somewhat thick yet skin- 
ny example of untrammeled id and 
ego, a guy whose rodent-enforced 
addiction runs smack up against the 
realization that he’s losing his hearing, 
without which his career would seem 
to be hopeless. Actually, the movie 
would seem to be hopeless without 
Frankie's impending auditory dilem- 
ma, so it’s something of a surprise to 
learn that deafness only entered the 
story on the third draft. 

But never mind, because the story of 
this backed-into-existence hearing- 
impaired DJ now has an extensive and

And for a movie shat by a crew of 
two with digital cameras, Darwin's 
Nightmare is strikingly cinematic, 
built on breathtaking imagery as 
much as revelatory moments. Tan- 
zania looks like a paradise only 
slightly occluded by the smoke of 
hell from charred fish guts and the 
visual noise of Coca Cola signs. 

Sauber has said the shooting was 
plagued by delays and that much of 
the film’s budget was eaten up pay- 
ing bribes and bail. For such an 
immediate, moving and timely doc- 
ument of how the have-nots are cur- 
rently living, we should be grateful 
he was willing to pay the cost.

Stevens. Inevitably, when Isabel, 
who wants to give up her magical 
lifestyle, meets Jack, the needy man 
she’s been looking for, romantic 
complications ensue. Whether this 
strikes you as too archly self-referen- 
tial will determine whether or not 
you're likely to enjoy the film. 
Admittedly, the jokes about Holly- 
wood, revealing, as it were, the tricks 
behind the magic of the movies, tend 
to fall flat. Then again, there is some- 
thing strangely satisfying about the 
magical gimmicks that keep the plot 
moving. Writers Nora and Delia 
Ephron, noted for their ability to 
bring intelligent love stories to the 
screen, also do a credible job of turn- 
ing a cute, pre-feminist cultural arti- 
fact about pleasing your man slyly 
upside-down, and it's nice to see all 
the sub-textual gender politics of the 
original series brought to the fore, 
with their narrative possibilities 
exploited to the fullest extent. 

Ferrell's desperate attempts to 
make Darrin the centre of the new 
series are certainly funny, but it’s 
Kidman as the guileless heroine—a 
bimbo who gets to prove, like Judy 
Holliday in Born Yesterday, that she’s 
really not that dumb after all—who 
really steals the show. The fact the 
she’s a strong woman coming to the 
aid of a “hopeless mess” of a man, 
makes a refreshing change, in a sum- 
mer schedule where, to date, none of 
the female characters has been any- 
thing more than downright dysfunc- 
tional. 

Against all odds, Bewitched is a 
gloriously frothy concoction that, 
while it may be too clever for its own 
good, is never less than engaging. 
Even at its worst it’s still watchable, 
which seems appropriate enough as 
a tribute toa relatively popular show 
from the past.

FILMMAKER DANNY LEE HAS STRIVEN 
to make Rock Fresh, his rapid-fire 
survey of LA graffiti culture, as 
vibrant, relevant, and urban as the 
artform itself. In so doing, he’s also 
made it as messy, esoteric and 
incomprehensible as that artform 
can sometimes be, But that doesn’t 
mean Rock Fresh doesn’t look really 
cool. 

Certainly the themes of Rock Fresh 
are of perennial interest in the realm 
of art. The film revolves around a 
graffiti artist named Kofie and his 
contemporaries who, having dedi- 
cated their profligate youths to 
throwing up huge works of “aerosol 
art” in their urban environment, are 
now faced with reconciling their 
need to create and their need to 
make a living. Viewed as vandals by 
responsible types, they’ ve honed 
their skills in a dicey field—hanging 
off the sides of buildings and trestle 











bridges, sucking up paint exhaust 
and braving dangerous neighbour- 
hoods—and are poised to enter the 
mainstream. 

The question is, at what cost to 
their sense of integrity and gnarly 
street cred? And how will they deal 
with the fact that their former 
homies and collaborators are now 
direct competitors for commercial 
contracts and clothing lines? 

Unfortunately, many of these 
themes are foregrounded by plati 


tudinous inter-titles about the mean- 


ing and value of graffiti-as-cultural 
expression, rather than elicited from 
the variably articulate artists. Kofie 
and Axis, the two most successful 
“writers,” seem to have interesting 
things to say, but amiable skids like 
Tyer and Trixter are more amusing 
in their observations than they are 
informative. All the artists seem to 
be at least marginally politically and 
culturally aware, but Lee’s fixation 
on soundbites limits their voices in 
this respect. 

What's more, Lee’s ADD editing 
style and relentless use of screen

fragmentation starts to wear the ey¢ 
balls down after a while. While it’s 
amazing to watch these artists 
manipulate their media and trans 
form swaths of colour into sprawl 
ing, intricate masterpieces, you'd be 
more able to appreciate the work if it 
stayed on screen for more than a few 
seconds at a time 

And strangely, the art of graffiti is 
considered almost in a vacuum, 
rather than as 
place, time and set 
circumstances. What about its rela- 
tionship to music, to the mix of eth- 
nic and economic cultures in LA, to 
other places in California or the 
United States? None of that seems as 
important to Lee as the modus 
operandi for producing graffiti-cus- 
tomized trucker caps and kicks. 

If you're more captivated by style 
than content, though, you definitely 
won't want to miss Rock Fresh. It’s an 
unending torrent of colourful art 
overtop of cool music from a whole 
raft of hip hop and electronica artists 
you may not have heard of.

ompendium of ¢ lips from movies 
set in L_A., Andersen puts forward 
the novel theory that the film indus- 
try has a strange and vaguely schiz- 
ophrenic image of itself, character- 
ized by, for example, a propensity 
to make apocalyptic movies about 
the destruction of its own home- 
town, or to cast the city as some sort 
»f new age lotus land for burnt-out 
hippies and other freaks. As Ander- 
son sums it up, anyone who’s only 
been to L.A. in the movies is likely 
ave a pretty weird concept of 
t the place is actually like 
The same could be said for most 
of the world’s capitals, reduced in 
their filmic incarnations to sema- 
phoric rough sketches, tourist snap- 
shots, or broad caricatures. If, as 
Andersen suggests, these strange 
urban dreamlands represent our 
personal and subconscious anxi- 
eties writ large on the screen, then 
there is something significant to be 
learned about the state of the North 
American psyche from the movie 
versions of its iconic cities. 
Take New York, for instance, a 






town where, curiously, the com- 
mercial film industry barely regis- 
ters with the cultural elite. Movie 

New York has always been one of 
the standard cinematic clichés. It’s a 
place where all the cabbies are 
loquacious, every stranger is a char-

acter, and people frequently break 
out into song on the street. In this 
New York, fortunes are gained and 
lost, cute kids from the sticks make 
it on Broadway, and there are art- 
fully decomposing bodies on every 
dead-end street. 

While this version of the place is 
by now so hackneyed that it bor- 


ders on the absurd, I don’t dismiss 
offhand the idea that there might be 
something revealing in the classic 
celluloid odes to the Big Apple. 
There is, for example, a certain truth 
in the New York of Woody Allen, 
where Gershwin tunes blare on 
street corners and rabbinical school 
dropouts kibitz in Jewish delis, or 
in the riotously colourful New York 
of Spike Lee, where racial tensions 
sizzle when the temperature rises. 
Martin Scorsese, while he has been 
known to get a little misty eyed 
about the city’s charms (who can 
forget 1977’s New York, New York?), 
displays an equally peculiar affe 
tion for its soft underbelly of crime 
and corruption, painting lovingly 
authentic portraits of its gangsters, 
pimps, crooks, and gamble 

Yet, particularly since 9/11, there 
has been, in mainstream movies at 
least, a strange reticence to 
acknowledge the fact that things 
have changed, and that, for us, 
New York is no longer just New 
York, that comfy collection of 
quirky stereotypes and tall build- 
ings. Moreover, now that the city 
carries a new ideological and psy 
chological weight, there is some- 
thing rather odd, and, perhaps, 
insensitive about The Perfect Man's 
Holly Hamilton (Hillary Duff) not- 
ing, completely without irony, that 
number one on the list of “things to 
do before you die” is see the New 
York skyline. It’s indicative of a cer- 
tain conservative American mind- 
set that refuses to accept that the 
city could stand for anything other 
than peace, freedom, and the Amer- 


ican Way. It’s a willful and protec- 
tive blindness, if you will. 

At the same time, the contempo- 
rary New York of The Perfect Man is 
so unquestionably and aggressively 
safe that it acts as a positive sop to 
the Republican cause. Because here, 
New York really is a place where 
single mothers employed in menial 
jobs can pick up and move to ona 
whim, and a place where they can 
manage to find spacious and 
affordable three bedroom apart- 
ments in Brooklyn brownstones. 
This strange Movie Brooklyn, 
where all the people are white, 
where the streets and the homeless 


are squeakily clean, and a 
the school-age kids go to swis) 0 
vate academies, is perhaps even, 
more insulting to the int: 
than the film’s fundamentally 
yucky premise—a premise | 
on the assumption, needles 
that ditzy women need men t:

“My husband went hunting one 
time, and he came upon a tree that 
had been carved out and he looked 
inside the tree, and inside this hole 
was a baby, and the baby was dead. 
This was years and years ago when 
he was young. I would assume you 
can’t dig a hole in the ground when

tree—open up the tree and put in the 
baby... It makes sense to me why

He put together a show that fea- 
tures some of the “greatest hits” of 
The Works; Snyder was careful to 


include original works in a variety of 


mediums alongside hardcore mem 
orabilia, like posters and t-shirts. 
There are also several maquettes of 
the public art that The Works put on 
Edmonton streets, and Snyder’s 
hope is that viewers will see the 
models and make a point of check- 
ing out how the pieces actually 
translated to public spaces. 

Snyder suggests that An Affair to 
Remember is the perfect launch pad 
for viewers to check out the festival 
“It’s a great place to start, because 
it’s central and it’s easy to discover 
the festival from there—all the infor- 
mation is there.” 

While the show itself is a great 
snapshot of the Works over the 
years, the catalogue presents even 
more art and contextualizes it with a 
written history of both the society 
and festival. 

“The commemorative catalogue 
will go out to Alberta schools and 
libraries,” adds Snyder. “We've 
always been a leading edge festival 
and a vital part of the Alberta art 
and Canadian art scenes. I found so 
many incredible stories while I was 
researching this—we've launched 
international artists’ careers, and 
we've seen careers develop. We've 
grown with the artists. We are part 
of history, and that’s important to 
document.” 

Snyder reiterates that despite 
glancing backwards, The Works is 
still very much future-oriented and 
will continue to support vanguard 
art. He chuckles, “We're not aging 
mellow—that’s for sure.”

The uplifting Touch Me is a dare and an invitation 


with the camera hazily traversing 
the terrain of a barely-discernable 
female nude while it snows. Mirrors 
on the side of the box amplify the 
dreaminess of the imagery, so the 
space within the box feels both inti- 
mate and infinite.

On 
the outside, they look completely 
plain; big black things with a rectan- 
gular slot a few inches from the top, 
meant to evoke the burkha.

maker, he is a self-confessed “control 
freak” who has long been known for 
his documentary photography. Dur- 
ing some downtime several years 
ago, he hit on the idea of jamming a 
Polaroid camera to see if it would 
produce a double exposure, super- 
imposing two separate images-over- 
top one another.

“They aren't 
bird feathers,” she stresses, “but 
‘female’ feathers,’ meaning they are 
metaphorical constructions, particu- 
lar to the creature she birthed via 
charcoal. Colour use is spare, with 
just one area highlighted here and

Perry, a veteran the local jazz 
scene, was recently feted at the 
Mayor's Gala for the Arts with an 
award for “Outstanding Lifetime 
Achievement by an Edmonton 
Artist.” The talented reedman was, 
4s usual, both humble and humor- 
ous when we spoke. “I’m having a 


very nice time and the award was an 
honour and a treat,” he deadpanned, 


underplaying his huge contribution 


to jazz not only in Edmonton, but 
across the country. Perry's busy 
schedule belies his laidback nature. 
One of North America’s premier 
saxophonists, he’s shared the stage 
with Dizzy Gillespie, Woody Shaw, 
Pepper Adams, Kenny Wheeler, and 
a host of others. 

He's just taken delivery of Time 
Flies, to be distributed on the Justin 
Time label. “Last summer at The 
Cellar in Vancouver we had the 
chance to doa live recording with 
trumpeter Bobby Shew, drummer 
Joe LaBarbera, Ross Taggart on 
piano, and Neil Swainson on bass,” 
Perry explains. “I think it’s a very 
strong record and also my first live 
effort. Lately, it’s been hectic... | was 
in Vancouver to work with Phil 
Dwyer at the ‘Sax Summit,’ did 
some recording last week for the 
smooth jazz radio station in Calgary 
that features Neil [Swainson] and 
Reg Shwager, and, about 10 days 
ago, a jazz fan in Toronto wanted to 
have a celebration, so he flew me in 
to play with Pat LaBarbera at his 
birthday party.” 

Perry is also part of the Alberta 
Bound Series being produced by the 
CBC to celebrate Alberta’s centenni- 
al. “My segment is supposed to air 
on August 25th. I got the chance to 
work with lan Tyson and go on my 
first helicopter ride. It was fantas- 
tic—they took me out to the foothills 


and had me play my sax ona ridge 
while the helicopter circled around 
and shot the scene. They were all 
calling me ‘Julie Andrews’, referring 
to the scene in- Sound of Music.” That 
footage, paired with a concert 
recorded at the Yardbird Suite, will 
be cut together with some of Perry’s 
memories of his dad’s dance hall in 
Sylvan Lake and the thriving jazz 
scene of the era. 


PERFECTING THE OLD STUFF 

As far as the show this coming 
Tuesday is concerned, Perry is 
approaching it in his usual relaxed 
manner. “It’s going to be a bit of a 
trip down memory lane for Tommy 
and me. We go back so far that we 
have an incredible amount of materi- 
al to draw on. It’s going to havea 
chamber jazz direction—we'll do 
two sets and probably start out with 
a couple of tunes that Id like Tommy 
to play solo. He does a beautiful ver- 
sion of Henry Mancini’s Two for the 
Road’ that I'd like to hear, and then 
I'll join him for a few numbers. 

“ After that, we'll get [bassist] 
Mike Lent up and then [drummer] 
Sandro Dominelli and do some be- 
bop. It’s going to be very traditional 
and in the pocket. We're not break- 
ing any new ground,” says Perry 
with a laugh. “We're still trying to 
perfect the old stuff.” 

Perry also had a few observations 
on the strength of the local scene and 
the Yardbird Jazz Festival.

Her music 
has been described as a “joyous 
leaping, loping, stomping appre ach 
to the keyboards that harkens to the 
era of the strong left hand.” 

VEJI, the Vancouver Ensemble for 
Jazz Improvisation, is at the Yard 
bird Sunday, June 26. VEJI celebrates 
25 years of making cutting edge 
music this summer by touring 
around the country. Composer, 
trombonist, and pianist Hugh Fraser 
is currently at the helm of the group, 
which also includes saxophonists 
Cam Ryga, Perry White, Bill Runge 
and Ross Taggart, trumpeters Bill 
Clark, Mike Herriot, Vince Mai, and 
Lorae Farrell, trombonists Rod Bor- 
rie, Brad Muirhead, and Dennis 
Esson, and vocalist Christine Dun- 
can.

SHARON JONES, THE QUEEN OF FUNK, 
just back from doing her grocery 
shopping for the week, is having a 
fine Georgia Tuesday afternoon. 
She's chatting about her latest 
release, Naturally, on Daptone 
Records, accepting compliments 
with gracious aplomb, and even has 
the good humour to sit through a 
short rant on the sorry state of con- 
temporary soul and funk music 
from her interviewer. It’s not that 
she isn’t in agreement with the 
tirade, it’s that she simply doesn’t 
need to dwell on it; after all, the 
Queen and her court, the eight-piece 
Dap-Kings, are hopefully part of the 
cure. 

Not because theyre riding some 
reactionary ‘60s/early ‘70s funk-soul 
bandwagon as a crusade, mind you; 
Jones and the Dap Kings are simply 
returning it to the music’s rawer 
form. She's no nostalgia merchant 
for the musical Luddites, and it’s not 
just the eternal verities of sou] music 
that Jones traffics in. She’s got a few 
things on her mind other then scold- 
ing a wandering lover or entreating 
listeners to dance, as evidenced by 
her funk-ified overhaul of Woody 
Guthrie's “This Land is Your Land.”

“That song was a political issue 
years ago when it came out,” she 
interjects. “They also had a war back 
then called Vietnam, and it’s the 
same thing, you know?

country-music rhythm section], you 
hear it like [proceeds to lay out some 
wailing Aretha-isms]. But that song 
is talkin’ about things that are also 
happening now!”

“Next day we went to eat break- 
fast at this restaurant next door,” she 
recounts. “We get in, and guess who 
was the chef? The man that walked 
out of the club! The guys were like, 
‘Aw man, I’m not gonna eat here/ 
but I said, ‘Aw, c'mon guys, don’t be 
like that.’” The chef quickly walked 
over to sheepishly apologize for his 
behavior, explaining that he was 
drunk, and the owner, who had also 
been at the Dap-Kings show, came 
out. “She said ‘Everybody tells me I 
should fire his ass because he’s the 
only Republican in this neighbor-

ALMOST EVERY ARTIST INHABITS 
a specific geographic area—the place 
where they grew up—which 
remains a presence in their music 
throughout their career. The geo- 
graphic origins of The Clash remain 
clearer than most, centering on one 
particular highway slashing through 
London—the Westway, a four (Eng- 
lish) mile-long, raised tow-lane high- 
way. It begins at Paddington Station 
and flows through West London’s 
inner city Bohemia, ending where 
the White City Stadium once stood 
and where J. G. Ballard’s The Con- 
crete Island takes place. In that novel, 
the main protagonist is stranded on 
a dead concrete centre, surrounded 


on all sides by infernal traffic, unable 
to flag down a car to help him leave. 

That's the view that Mick Jones 
surveyed growing up. Every time 
he'd look out the window from his 
grandma’s, he could see and hear 
the Westway. Mick was originally 
from Brixton. His parents had sepa- 
rated when he was eight, his mum 
taking off to the US, while his dad, 
who was a cabbie, left Mick at 
grandma’s. Until he left home, 
which he didn’t until he had formed 
The Clash, Mick lived with his 
grandma on the eighteenth floor in a 
tenement situated next to the high- 
way. 

It was in grandma’s apartment 
that Mick wrote the line “London's 
burning with boredom now.” It was 
there that he and Chrissie Hynde, 
shortly before the Clash formed, sat 
and sang old soul duets like “Every 
Little Bit Hurts.” And it was there, 
on the eighteenth floor with a view 
of the highway that both cut through 
and presented a way out of London, 
that Mick Jones dreamt of a different 
life. “Lost in the Supermarket,” a 
track from London Calling is some- 
what of a Mick Jones biography. 
Although the lyric was written by 
Joe Strummer, it relates the life in an 
apartment high above the Westway, 
and it’s sung by Jones.

Records hit pay dirt a few years ago, the 
punk/hardcore label has been shamelessly 
pumping out sub-par releases in conveyor- 
belt fashion. It seems as though the label has 
taken a Coca-Cola philosophy towards 
music, torpedoing all the credibility the label 
once had. Needless to say, adding Win- 
nipeg's Comeback Kid to their anemic ros- 
ter is a smart decision (Smallman Records 
handles them in Canada). Instead of yet

THE REVIVALISTS RARELY DO IT FOR ME 
Too many modern musicians limit them- 
selves to the parameters created by their 
forefathers without expanding upon their 
ideas and making their own movement. Art 
Brut is the other side of Louis XIV's coin, a 
band deeply rooted in obvious homage to 
The Fall, The Clash and Wire, but with their 
own spin on the archetypes in question. 
Singer Eddie Argos sing-speaks throughout 
and because of his intense grip on humour 
and irony the band is immediately likeable. 
At one point on “Good Weekend” he brags 
about his new girlfriend with the exclamation 
“T've seen her naked!

TWO YEARS AGO THE STARS ALIGNED FOR 
the Planet Smashers with their fifth full- 
length album, Mighty. Long the flag bearers 
for Canadian third wave ska, the Smashers 
had finally gelled their upbeat, pop-oriented 
sound into a masterful album of bright, play- 
ful songs that didn’t suffer from some of the 
stumbles of some of their earlier releases: 
awful vocals (Attack of the Planet Smashers), 
blandness (Life of the Party), or songwriting 
that swerved between uncharacteristically 
dark and completely inane (No Self Control). 





With Mighty, the Planet Smashers purged all 
those traces from their system and crafted 
an unrelentingly fun album—and one of the 
best ska-infused albums of the last decade. 

Unfortunately, Unstoppable feels like a 
step back into some of their earlier pat- 
terns. It’s typical Planet Smashers—constant 
guitar upstrokes, bright horns, and dorky- 
but-sweet vocals from Matt Collyer—and | 
suppose it's a formula that’s worked well for 
them in the past. But whereas Mighty played 
around with the blueprint to yield some of 
their most memorable songs, Unstoppable 
feels virtually indistinguishable from the rest 
of their catalogue. Even its catchiest 
moments (“Bullets to the Ground,” an anx- 
ious recollection of skydiving experiences 
peppered with crunchy guitar riffs, is a 
prime candidate) fall somewhat short of 
Mighty's peaks. 

That said, this is not a bad record by any 
means; in fact, it probably ranks as their sec- 
ond-most consistent and well-crafted effort, 
and plays as a great, lighthearted summer 
album. But it’s just too bad that it comes 
across as a bit of a weakling next to Mighty.

THE ONLY PROBLEM WITH LIONIZING BEN, 
Spencer as one of the most-gifted lyricists in 
Edmonton would be that it would give short 
shrift to his songcraft, and that would be a 
disservice indeed. In fact, the two skills mesh 
nicely together on Lynch the Mob, the local's 
inviting sophomore album. 

Recorded in a modest home studio 
thrown together after a windfall, Spencer 
did a thorough job of exploiting some cool 
production techniques rather than simply 
documenting his songs. Differentiating an 
album from a live experience is always 
appreciated, and it’s an especially canny 
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move since you can see Spencer in action 
on a weekly basis at the Sidetrack Café 
where he hosts the Monday open stage. 
Overall, Lynch the Mob is a warm, spa-

The easy-on-the-eyes Scottish- 
American is barely out of his teens and 
fending off television casting agents (he suc- 
cumbed to playing a pre-falsetto Roy Orbi- 
son in the upcoming Johnny Cash bio-pic) 
while making mainstream music types posi- 
tively vibrate with buzz. Before even finish- 
ing this album, which was recorded a whop- 
ping four times with different producers, his 
tunes were framing Big Moments on Small- 
ville, The OC, and Six Feet Under. 

The producer who finally sealed Trouble 
is Mike Mogis, of Bright Eyes fame, and 
guests include Jenny Lewis (Rilo Kiley, and 
Rice’s sometimes g-pal) and Jesse Harris 
(known for his Norah Jones collaborations). 
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The title is lifted from a Gram Parsons lyric, 
which gives you an idea of where Rice 
thinks he’s coming from. 

Certain tracks are off-the-charts stellar— 
gorgeous, evocative songs of great heart and 
beauty delivered in Rice’s fetchingly weary, 
prematurely old, bourbon-soaked voice: 
“Mid November,” “Behind the Frontlines,” 
and “| Wouldn't Miss It For The World” 
ache with sad pleasure. Then there are 
songs that are incredibly lame in a reaching- 
for-a-single kind of way, mostly by taking 
vulgarly formulaic bombastic ditties and 
throwing everything but the kitchen sink at 
them—anthemic riffs and kiddie choirs 
being particularly misappropriated for “My 
Mother’s Son” and “Stay At Home.” Much 
of the rest is rather tepid countrified folk- 
rock. 

Are a handful of amazing songs worth the 
record? Maybe it’s time for a trip to the 
iTunes store.

Friday: Chick Maggot Zero Dollars, 
Zero Sense (Dumb Idiot Crap Records) 

Billy Bragg once announced on one of his 
albums (at least partially tongue-in-cheek) 
that, “Capitalism is Killing Music.” Edmonton 
punk-rockers Chick Maggot have practically 
made a career out of that statement, releas- 
ing self-made records for free and refusing 
to take payment for any of their shows. 
That they've held firm to their beliefs 
doesn't mean they're any less self-deprecat- 
ing than Bragg, or at least as mocking. The 
trio is as likely to skewer themselves 
(“We're a Bunch of Fuckin’ Idiots”) as their 
enemies (‘Tell the Capitalists to Fuck Off’), 
and their sometimes-awkward buzzsaw 
attack can be as endearing as it is strident.

PUNK PASSION OR MISGUIDED DISCI- 
pline: Sheldon Elter and Kristi Hansen 
are wrapped in a Shakespearean sum- 
mer of love. 

A couple in “real life,” the actors are 
navigating two aspects of love in this 
year’s River City Shakespeare Festival. 
They'll grapple with the high stakes 
relationship of theatre’s classic star 
ctoss’d lovers in Romeo and Juliet while 
“falling in love with the nerds in each 
other” as Longaville and Maria in 
Love's Labours Lost. 

The productions themselves are 
worlds apart: Romeo and Juliet director 
John Kirkpatrick has chosen to set the 
tale of “two houses, each alike in digni- 
ty” in the surreal, balls-out, punk 
world of A Clockwork Orange, while 
Marianne Copithome has set the come- 
dy in the genteel, madcap world of 
Hollywood’s Golden Age. 

While Elter and Hansen admit to 
being completely exhausted by the 
emotional rollercoaster and physical 
demands of the parallel productions, 
Elter says the long hours have a 
tremendous collateral upside. “I don’t 
think we've gotten a chance to spend 
so much time together lately. Ina way 
it [Romeo and Juliet] reminds me of 
when we were first together, that hot 
passionate time.” 

Hot and passionate would be one 
way to describe a production where 
chains replace rapiers and where Juliet 
is no shrinking violet—“She's seen a 
few things, smoked some dope, 
dropped some acid. Tybalt’s been slip- 
ping her the drugs,” says Hansen. 

The hard-core attitude colours the

love relationship too, says Hansen 
“Theyre surrounded by horrible peo- 
ple—my mother hates me and drinks 
too much, and Romeo's some Guido 
whose dad's an alcoholic, and my 
dad's trying to sell me off to his friend 
who's 30 years my senior. They have 
no choice. But they're truly, genuinely 
connected to each other, Their circum: 
stances just keep pushing them togeth 
er. They're both just very, very starved 
for love.” 


DESPERATE MUTUAL 
CONSUMERS 


Portrayed as disaffected young teens 
in this production, the « ‘ouple is driven 
by desperation and a mutual need to 
consume each other, says Elter. He 
admits the sudden coupe de foudre 
can be a bit difficult to believe, but the 
payoff comes, he says, as the couple 
finally connects. “There are those neat 
moments after they’ve consummated 
the marriage... the moment where 
Juliet says “Husband, lover... friend”; 
when she says that, it’s ‘Oh finally, 
they're becoming friends.” 

Friendship, after all, is the basis of 
any long-term relationship, as Kristi 
Hansen points out, and in its absence is 
rooted the tragedy of Romeo and 
Juliet. “They never got a chance to get 
where we are now. It all started and 
had to end right away, so it got caught 
in that passionate time of the relation- 
ship.” 

On the other side of the fence is 
Love's Labours Lost, which casts the 
unnamed Princess of France asa 
Princess Grace of Monaco type and 
throws the lords and ladies together on 
a film shoot complete with a prologue 
by Walter Winchell. 

Hansen views the contrast between 
the two productions as a lifesaver. 
“You can’t get too bogged down in 
anything because you're having to 
move forward. [The productions] kind 
of play into each other, you can‘t ever 
be light, light, light nor can you be 
always dark. 





RIDICULOUS DISCIPLINE

nobles swear off wine, women, and a 
pleasure in order to pursue their stud 
ies. The virtue is sidetracked by the 
arrival of Princess Grace and her 
cohort. “I love the whole idea of the 
actresses, and the glam of the actresses 
It makes it that much easier for the 
guys to fall in love immediately 
enamored and smitten with the idea of 
these movie siars.” 

The world of smart tailoring « 
crinolines still speaks to the moc 
viewer as well, says Hansen “It's sor 
of like [Princes] Wilham and Harry 
Their dad is like ‘OK, you guys have 
been getting a little out of hand, party 
ing too much; it’s time to go to all boys 
school.’ That's kind of the idea It’s little 
absurd to put so many limitations on 
yourself, and so the guys fall in love 
with these women of course.” 

Despite the differences, both plays 
do take on the nature of first love—the 
infatuation with the idea of a person 
and then the gradual acceptance of 
reality. Hansen says it comes across the 
most strongly in Romeo and Juliet “1 
just love doing the Balcony scene. It’s 
so much fun to discover a person for 
the first time. You see this morose, 
angry girl getting flustered, slightly 
spastic with the lines.” 

“And this young guy,” Elter adds, 
“who says ‘ll do whatever you want 
me to do because I think you're amaz- 

ing.” That feeling of amazement fuels 
both productions for the actors, thrilled 
to be given the opportunity to fall in 
love again every night, in both plays. A 
second honeymoon of sorts? Sure says 
Elter—“After you've known each 
other for six, seven years, you get to 
take that time to rediscover each other, 
and remember why [you] fell in love 
with her,” 

It also honours a timeworn theatrical 
convention, says Kristi Hansen: 
“You're my show crush!”

Top honours went to the 
Citadel/Free Will Players co-pro- 
duction of Shakespeare's Will for Out- 
standing Production of a Play. 
Thiessen’s elegantly lyrical script, 
coupled with Jan Alexandra Smith’s 
riveting performance and Guido 
Tondino’s exquisite set made this 
production one of the most memo- 
rable of the past season—although 
acting and writing honours were 
spread. Chris Craddock accepted the 
New Work award for his eloquently 
imaginative adaptation of Summer of 
My Amazing Luck... in his pyjamas. 
The effortlessly divine Davina Stew- 
art, a vision in sequinned heliotrope, 
won hearts as she accepted Out- 
standing Actress and thanked the 
Edmonton community for its sup- 
port over the years. 

Expressionism reigned supreme 
as November Theatre reprised its 
Fringe sweep of the awards in 2001, 
for its mainstage presentation of the 
Tom Waits/Wm. S. Burroughs 
musical The Black Rider. It walked 
home with Outstanding Production 
of a Musical, Direction (Ron Jenk- 
ins), and Musical Direction, (Corinne 
Kessel). Clinton Carew’s deliciously 
uncanny Tom Waits-infused perfor- 
mance was also witha 
richly deserved nod for Sree 
Actor—making him, to parap! a 
joke, The Black Rider's jockstrap. Also 
supportive and fabulous was Caro- 


sketch comedy was one of the fresh- 
est and inventive productions of the 
year—one that deserves to be 
remounted again, or toured. 

Blair Wensley’s win for Perfor- 
mance by an Actress in a Fringe Pro- 
duction and her graciously sincere 
acceptance was a crowd-pleasing, 
moment, while the Tom Wood’s 
Outstanding Actor win for his turn 
as Big Daddy in Cat on a Hot Tin Roof 
was met perhaps the most tepid 
applause of the evening.
